GERMAN CASTLES. 
From the Quarterly Review. 

Every castle on the Rhine has its peculiar tra- 
dition,and many of the mountains and rocks along 
its banks have some romantic story connected 
with them.One or two are here given, and in the 
Common Guide for Travellers along this tract 
of country, will be found several others, whose 
beauties are worth preserving in a more en- 
larged shape. The castle at Baden is remark- 
able for its subterraneous vaults, to which are 
ascribed an interest arising from a different 
source. ‘They are said to have been the seat 
of one of those terrific institutions—the Secret 
Tribunal—a species of Inquisition which it is 
difficult to-imagine should ever have existed in 
any country, but which was allowed to execute 
the tremenduos powers which it assumed to it- 
self throughout Germany, until its cruelties and 
injustice provoked a combination. to repress its 
enormities; and on the introduction by Charles 
V. of a new criminal code, the court gradually 
fell into disuse.. . 

“The Holy Vekm or Bloody League, was a 
mysterious tribunal which existed, originally, in 
Westphalia, and from thence spread itself 
throughout Germany. It was also called Frei 
Gericht,(Free Tribunal,) and the place of its 
sittings, Freht Stuhl, (Free Chair,)—and it is. 
not uncommon in Germany to meet with a dis- 
trict (like that I have mentioned near Hanau) 
.which still bears the..name of Fret Gericht, de- 
rived from thissource. The greatest secrecy 
pervaded their proceedings ; all that was known 
of them was arbitrary, bloody, and terrific. The 
members of a tribunal consisted of a supreme 
Judge, or Stuhlgraf, and at least fourteen assist- 
ants, or free assessors (Frei scopper,) composed 
of all ranks, princes, nobility, and citizens— 
every one being eager to. shield himself from 
the terrors of the tribunal by becoming a mem- 
ber. In the fifteenth century, when the tribu- 
nal was in its most daring power, there were 
about 100,000 free judges im Germany. The 
Judges, who ordinarily went by the name of the 
wissenden (the knowing or initiated) recogniz- 
ed each r by a sign, discoverable by none 
but the fraternity. The court was thus the 
powerful instrument of ambition, private mal- 
ice, and oppression. No one knew his accuser 
or his judge—both might be his neighbour or 
seeming friend. On their initiation, the mem- 
bers bound themselves by the most solemn oaths 
to bring all before the tribunals that deserved 


punishment, cen, bana friends nor re- 
lations; or, in the words of their terrible oath, 
to “uphold and conceal the Holy Vehm, be- 
fore wife and mother, before sister and bro- 
ther, before fire and wind, all that the sun shin- 
eth on.and the-rain wetteth, before all. that 


the ee ee the honour of de- 
capitation. e youngest judge generally per- 
formed the office, which was managéd with so 


‘much seerecy that the hangman was rarely 


known. The crimes taken cogni of 
the Vehm Gericht, were chiefly heresy, in 
delity, sacrilege, high treason,’ murdér, incen- 
diarism, rapes, robbery, aud contumacy to the 
tribunal, its judges and messengers.’

Itis calculated that there are. at present in 
France 2,894 curates, 22,244 temporary cu- 
rates, 5,301 vicars, 1,462 regular priests, and 
873 almoners of colleges. and hospitals. The 
number of priests regularly officjating, includ- 
ing those who do not teceive pay from the 
treasury, amounts to 35,185—1361 French 
priests died in the year 1819; and in the same 
year there were 1401 ordinations. There are 
106 female congregations, possessing altogether 
1721 establishments, which contain 11,752 sis- 
ters. It is estimated that these charitable wo- 
men administer relief to nearly 69,000 sick 
persons, and gratuitously instruct 63,000 poor 
children. :
